CROP REPORT OF 
CANADIAN PACIFIC 


(Special to:‘The Times) 

Winnipeg, June. 16 — All crops 
throughout the prairie provinces are 
looking well and indicate uniform and 
regular germination of seed, is the 
summary of the weekly crop report is- 
sued by the agricultural department 
of the Canadian Pacific railway. 

The weather has been somewhat 
cooler than is generally expected this 
time of the year, but rains have been 
general and fairly‘liberal, Alberta be- 
ing especially fortunate. There is 
very little demand for farm help as 
seeding is completed and farmers are 
endeavoring to do without help until 
harvest. Cattle;receipts at stock 
yards continue heavy for this time of 
the year, the supply being consider- 
ably heavier than the demand. Indi- 
cations in Manitoba point to a good 
hay crop and although the season is 
backward” there’ “8 general optimism 
regarding a good grain crop. Wheat 
is stooling out and ficlds on the whole 
looking decidely good. Fall rye is 
coming into head and promises a 
heavy yield. There is quite a notice- 
able revival in the production of hogs, 
particularly of the bacon. type in this 
provinee, Growth in Saskatchewan 
has been rapid the past week as wea- 
ther has been fairly warm and a lib- 
eral supply of moisture, rain having 
fallen heavily in the north eastern 
and central portions of the province. 

Although the present crop condition 
is behind the average, soil conditions 
are such that it is hard to predict 
What a few weeks of good weather 
will do. Livestock is improving on 
pasture, and there is a good increase 
in lambs and pigs over last year. 

In Alberta the situation is consider- 
ed promising and everything seems 
to indicate a really good crop. There 
is a fairly good amount of moisture in 
the ground with wheat up from ten 
to twelve inches. Grass in some see- 
tions of the south is somewhat scanty 
necessitating feeding of milch cows. 
Lack of grass has also affected the 
sheep raichers but an improvement 
in pastures is already evident as a re- 
sult of recent rains. On the E.D, and 
B.C, line conditions continue satisfac- 
tory, the growing wheat being well 
ahead of last year. Live stock is 
thriving and shipments of both hogs 
and cattle are up to the average. 
Local showers have fallen but) fur- 
ther precipitation would be welcome.

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Pedigree in 


Seed Grains 


“Pedigree” in seed grain benrs es- 
sentially the same relationship to 
crop production as “pedigree” in tho 
case of live stock bears in relation to 
the profitable production of milk or 
meat. The value of pedigree in live 
stock has been recognized for cen- 
turies, but it is only within compara- 
tively recent times that the principles 
of breeding have been found to appiy 
in the case of plant life. Even today, 
comparatively few people realize 
that reproduction in plants follows 
essentially the same laws of nature 
and takes place in much the same 
way as it does in the case of naimals. 
In the éase of our ordinary grain crops 
the male and female organs are situ- 
ated in the one individual flower. 
New varieties are. produced by re- 
moving the male organs, (stamens) 
from the flower and introducing the 
fertilizing element, known as _ pollen, 
from the male organs of another var- 
iety. The seed resulting from this 
fertilization combines the potentiali- 
ties of the two parents. It is there- 
fore of the utmost importance that 
the varieties chosen as parents pos- 
sess qualities of outstanding merit. 
The varieties of grain which are grown 
today in Canada have been aa 
chiefly by artificial or natural Cana 
ing of different varieties followed by} 


a rigid selection. As might eae 


be expected, varieties differ greatly

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STORM DEATH 
TOLL IS HEAVY 


Sioux Falls, S.D., June 16—South 
Dakota counted the toll of its worst 
state-wide storm in its history today 
and found eight known dead, eleven 
reported dead from parts of the state

THRE FALLOW 
CULTIVATION 


The cultivation necessary to make 
a good fallow is governed largely by 
the nature of the weed growth, Where 
annual weeds, such as wild oats, 
French weed and Russian thistle, are 
in the majority, the weeds should be 
allowed to make a fair growth and 
time given all the seeds to germinate | 
before being cultivated, as this makes } 
certain that all the growth is des- 
troyed. On the other hand, with per- 
ennial weeds, such as couch grass 
or perennial sow thistle, it is neces- 
sary to prevent the weeds from mak- 
ing any growth, and to this end culti- 
vations must be frequent and the soil 
kept as nearly black as possible. 

The frequency of the cultivation 
which may be necessary will depend 
entirely on the season and the weed 
growth, and must be governed by 
these two factors. i 

The kind of implements to use for 
the work will also depend a little on 
local conditions, but ,generally speak- 
ing, the smoothing harrow and the 
dise should not be used to any great] 
extent in cultivating the summer fal- 
low. One, or both, of them may be 
desirable for the first cultivation af- 
ter plowing, but after that, in almost 
every instance, the duck-tooth cultiva- 
tor will give the most satisfactory 
results. It does net pulverize the 
soil like the dise and smoothing har- 
row, and yet it is an efficient weed 
destroyer,

will usually be most efficient in des-
